Washingto.v, April 22.~There has 
been some discussion of the probable 
programme of the democratic members 
of the finance committee with refer- 
ence to the tariff bill and it is learned 
that while their plans are not defi- 
nitely matured, they intend to have 
reasonable consideration of the bill 
in committee and believe that 
they will have the support ol 
Senator .Jones, of Nevada, upon 
any fair proposition they submit. The 
democrats do not want an extended 
consideration in committee, but may 
de.sire to offer some amendments after 
they liave seen the bill, the adoption 
of which they consider they would be 
more likely to secure in the committee 
than in the open senate. It is said that 
in the senate the democratic plan is not 
to delay the bill any longer than is 
necessary, but that every senator de- 
siring to discuss it shall have the op- 
portunity to do so, and that such 
record-making votes as the democrats 
think necessary shall be had. This 
policy the democrats will pursue to 
the end. In this connection it may be 
stated that the democrats of the .sen- 
ate do not approve of the policy 
of Mr. Bailey and his fellow demo- 
crats of the house. Attention is called

HUNTER WITHDRAWS. 



He Asks That Another Canene for a Caa* 
cl id ate Be Held. 

Frankfort, Ky., April 22. — The fol- 
lowing notes were made public at noon 
Wednesday: 

‘*Hon. William H. Jones, Chairman 
of the Republican Joint Caucus, Frank- 
fort, Ky. — Sir: 1 shall be obliged if 

you will call the republican members 
of the general assembly in joint caucus 
at the earliest time convenient to 
receive a communication which I de- 
sire to present to their consideration. 
Very truly, W. Gopfrey 

“To the Republican Members of the 
General Assembly of Kentucky: Re- 

sponding to a request just received 
from Hon. W. Godfrew Hunter, repub- 
lican nominee for United .States sena- 
tor. you are hereby called to meet in 
joint caucus in the hall of the house of 
representatives in Frankfort this 
Wednesday, April 21, 1897, at -S p. in., 
for the purpose of receiving a com- 
munication referred to and to take 
.such action in the senatorial matter as 
ma3' be deemed advisable. 

“W. H. .Tones, 
“Chairman.” 

The above means that Dr, W. God- 
frey Hunter has given up all hope of 
being elected United States senator 
from Kentuckj'. 

Already' the woods is full of candi- 
dates who are willing, jea, anxious, to 
take his place, hut the race will prob- 
abl3’^ narrow down between Judge W, 
W. Holt and W. J. Deboe. although 
“there are others.” Holt is bt'lievcd 
to have the best chance. 

On joint ballot Wednesda3* the fol- 
lowing was the result: Hunter, .‘)0; 

Blackburn. 41; Martin, 12: Bo3’lo, G; 
Stone, 1; no election. 

Frankfort, Ky., April 22. — No bal- 
lot was taken in the senatorial caucus 
Wednesda3' night, but the vote on the 
motion to adjourn till Thursda3' night 
was a fair test of the strength of the 
Hunter and anti-Hunter elements of 
the part3'. The Hunter men, who are 
for Deboe. voted against adjourning, 
while the anti- Hunter men, a majorit3* 
of whom are for Judge Holt, voted to 
adjourn. 

Dr. W. Godfrey Hunter, after aban- 
doning the senatorial fight at Frank- 
fort Wednesday afternoon. secretel3' 
boarded the Chesapeake and Ohio ex- 
press as it left the capital Wednesday 
night. He was accompanied b3’.his

Washixoton. April 16 —.Senate— The sen- 
ate spent Thursday considering the Indian 
appropriation bill, but did not complete it 
Early in the session the proceedings were 
made executive, and when the doors were 
again opened to the public, the Indian bill 
came up. The pending question was on the 
committee amendment opening the Uncom- 
pahgre Indian reservation in Utah to public 
entry. On motion of Mr. Gallinger he pro- 
vision as to children of a white f-«ther and 
Indian mother was modified so as to give 
these children tribal rights on the con- 
sent of a majority of the tribe, and the 
consent of the secretary of the interior. Mr. 
Vest, of Missouri, spoke in criticism of the 
provision of the bill abolishing sectarian In- 
dian schools. He knew, he said, that what he 
said would subject him to bitter criticism. 
He was brought up a Protestant and had nc 
connection with the Roman Catholic church. 
But he had no sympathy with that cowardly 
and ignorant sentiment that any relig- 
ious denomination could menace oui 
liberties. He had been reared tc 
believe the Jesuit.s were opposed to 
republican institutions. But he hud traveled 
through the Indian country, visiting the 
schools and had found them a travesty on ed- 
ucation except when conducted by the Jes- 
uits. Broken down preachers and defunct 
Iioliticians were sent out to the western 
country to teach the Indian children. He had 
found, he said, that the only Indian schools 
accomplishing any good were those con- 
ducted by the Jesuits. The ceremonia’ 
of the Catholic church seemed to appeal 
to the Indians. I do not belong to that sect 
who would rather see an Indian damned than 
see him in the Catholic church Mr. Vest said 
he would make no effort to oppose the pro- 
vision of the bill, but would content himsell | 
with this protest. The Indian bill was not i 
completed when, at 5 o'clock, the senate ad- 
journed to Monday. 

Washington. April 20 . — Senate— The sen- 
ate passed ths Indian appropriation bill Mon- 
day. It is substantially the same as when it 
passed the house, and can occasion little 
division save on the amendment onenlng the 
Oncompahgre Indian reservation. Resolutions 
of inquiry were agreed to as'King the secre- 
tary of state as to the oiieration of the reci- 
procity treaties made under the 
McKinley act. Mr. Vest introducec 
his resolution declaring Illegal the recent or- 
der of the secretary of the treasury relative 
to imports arriving after April 1. The senatoi 
gave notice of pressing the resolution Tues- 
day and it may afford another test on the tar- 
iff. After the executive session the senate 
adjourned as a mark of respect to Representa- 
tive Milliken, deceased. A resolution for a 
committee of five senators to inquire into 
the issuance of land patents to the Pacific 
railroads and to the California & Oregon rail- 
road and the amounts of subsidies paid to the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Co. was favorably re- 
ported. but on suggestion of Mr. Stewart 
(Nev.) went over. During debate on the In- 
dian bill Mr, Alien (pop.. Xeb. ) offered an 
amendment for the establishment of an In- 
dian supply warehouse at Omaha. 

Washington. April 21. —Senate— Senator 
Morgan’s resolution declaring that a state ol 
war exists in Cuba was discussed briefly in 
the senate Tuesday and then went over for a 
week, owing to the absence of Senator Hale, 
of Maine, who has been active in opposition. 
Mr. Morgan again urged the need of speedy 
action by this country to stay the de- 
vastation in Cuba. The resolution went over. 
The agricultural appropriation bill was then 
taken up and passed without amendment. 
At 1;40 p. m. the senate went into executive 
session. At 2 o’clock the senate resumed 
legislative session and the bankruptcy bill 
was formally laid before the senate. In the 
course of the debate Mr. Allen (pop.. Neb.) 
announced that he would obstruct in every 
possible way any ban'Kruptcy bill which 
included Involuntary bankruptcy. Mr. Nelson 
(rep, Minn.) amended his substitute bill so 
as to overcome criticisms heretofore made. 
Mr. Morgan gave notice that he would seek to 
secure a test on the pending Nelson substi- 
tute by moving at 4 p. m. Wednesday to lay 
the substitute on the table. Mr. Bacon (dem.. 
Ga.) submitted numerous amendment.s modi- 
fying the stringency of the original bill as ai>- 
plicable to debtors. 

House— N ot in session. 

Washington, April 22.— Senate— Most of 
the day w.ts given to the bankruptcy bill The 
vote on the substitute ami amendments will 
be taken up at 3 p m. Thursday. It w'as 
agreed that a committee of 15 senators should 
represent the senate at the coming Grant 
memorial ceremonies. Senator Mason, of Il- 
linois, made his maiden .speech in the senate 
Wednesday and signified it by some breezy 
criticism on the rules of the senate. The 
speech wos in support of a resolu- 
tion introdticed by the Illinois sen- 
ator directing the committee on 

rules to report a rule by which debate could 
be closed and the previous question ordered. 
Mr. Hoar (Mas.s.) replied briefly, pointing out 
that the other branch of congress was more 
open to criticism than the senate. He was in 
accord with Mr. Mason, however, on the need 
of new rules. A vote was taken on Mr. Gor- 
man’s motion to refer the Mason resolution to 
the rules committee, which prevailed, yeas:i2, 
nays 24 A further discussion of the subject 
is promised as Mr. Hoar has a pending reso- 
lution to discharge the committee on rules 
from further considering the reform of the 
rules. 

House — The chaplain of the house, Mr. 
Couden. in his prayer Wednesday gave thanks 
that this nation was at peace with all others 
and prayed that higher and holier methods 
than war might prevail everywhere He 
prayed for the friends of Representative Mil- 
liken. of Maine, who died Sunday and whose 
desk was draped in black and covered with 
flovvers. The death of Mr. Milliken was an- 
nounced by Mr. Dingley, and out of respect 
the house at 12:10 p m. adjourned until 
Thursday,

One of the most shocking illustrations 
of the savage warfare carried on by 
the Spaniards in Cuba happened Mon- 
day in this province, between the vil- 
iages of Guanche and Jesus Maria. 

Lieut. Col. Herrera, at the head of a 
pruerrilla force of some 200 men, sur- 
prited a Cuban hospital, in wJiich 
about 100 sick and wounded were be- 
ing treated, Ever3’ one inside of the 
hospital were killed by the invaders, 
who did not even spare two old women 
who were acting as nurses. 

One of the three wounded persons 
who made their escape b3" creeping:, 
covered w'ith blood as they were, to a 
neighboring- forest, tells of the massa- 
cre In a letter addressed to a fri<*.nd in 
Havana. 

“It was about It o'clock in the morn- 
ing when a shot from our outposts re- 
vealed to us the presence of the Span- 
iards. Believing the place was safe 
from au3^ attack of the enem3*, hidden 
as it w’as in the forest, the Cuban de- 
tachment of 200 men who guarded us 
retired from the hospital three da3’s 
ago to take the field. Onl3^ ten men 
were left for our protection, and they 
were poorly armed with old carbines. 
They did their best to save us, but 
the Spaniards surrounded them and 
hacked them to pieces with their ma- 
chete.s. Ten minutes later they had 
surrounded us also and began their 
massacre of defenseless wounded men 
and innocent women. 

“It is impossible to describe in words 
the horrible scene. Driven out from 
their couches, m3' poor fellow-sufferers 
huddled in the middle of the room and 
cried in vain for merc3'. The Span- 
iards answered these cries with in- 
sults, macheted some and thrust their 
bayonets into the bodies of the others. 

Havana, via Key West, Fla., April 
21. — The town of Faisoi, in the Matan- 
zas province, was raided Thursda3' aft- 
ernoon b\' a Cuban force of about 300, 
supposedly under one of the officers 
from Gen. Lacret’s army. The place 
has three block houses and a garri- 
son of about 80 Spaniards. The Cub- 
ans crept through between the block 
houses early in the morning, and 
before the Spaniards were aware of 
their presence they were intrenched 
in a stone church in the center of the 
town. They sent word to the Spanish 
officers that the3’ had come there for 
supplies, and if thev' were permitted 
to get them and retire without trouble 
they would not attack them, but if the 
.Spanish troops disturbed them they 
would burn the town and capture and 
destro3' the blockhouses. 

This bluff succeeded. The Cuban 
force looted seven or eight stores near- 
est the church, taking large quantities 
of supplies. Before leaving they cora- 
pelleci the alcade of the town to have 
tables spread in the church, where- 
upon the officers sat down to a feast, 
to which a large number of persons 
attended. After remaining in the 
town for six or seven hours without 
disturbance, the force retired. 

Gen. Luque, who succeeded Gen. 
Bernal, has resigned and expects to 
leave for Spain on the next steamer. 
He is outspoken in his criticism of 
Welder's tactics and say’s Cuba is vir- 
tually lost to Spain through Weyder's 
inismauagement. 



Athens, April 21. — News has just 
reached here that the Greeks, after a 
desperate battle, have captured and 
burned Damasi. Viglia is still resist- 
ing. Another division of the Greek 
troops, it is reported, has traversed 
the Reveni pass and captured three 
block houses. This division has almo.st 
reached Damasi, where it will effect a 
union with the force that captured the 
town. The 20,000 troops under Gen. 
Smolenit-z displayed the greatest brav- 
ery. 

Reveni lies 12 miles northwest of 
Larissa. Edhem Pasha with a force 
variously’ estimated at from 10,000 to 
14,000 troops led seven assaults against 
it Monday, but all were repulsed by 
the Greeks. 

Crown Prince Constantine telegraphs 
here that the Turks at that point were 
completely’ and finally repulsed. 

In Athens greater attention has been 
paid to the operations in the neighlxir- 
liood of Reveni than to those at Milou- 
na pass. The theory all along has 
been, that if the Greeks could estab- 
lish themselves at Damasi, their road 
would lie open to Elassona. 

The exact situation at Tyrnavo is 
somewhat in doubt. The news from 
that point is conflicting. But there is 
no confirmation of the rumor that the 
place has been captured by the Turks. 
What seems to have happened at Tyr- 
navo was evacuated in order to send 
troops forward to Reveni and was then 
re-occupied by troops returning from 
Milouna. 

Mii-ouna Pass, April 21. — The Turks 
have just commenced to shell the town 
of Tyrnavo. All the roads leading to 
Larissa are crowded with fugitives 
shouting, “Reserves, don’t try conclu- 
sions W’ith the Turks.” 

The Greek villages in the plain are 
completely deserted, 

Athens, April 21. — A dispatch from 
Arta says that 3,000 Greeks have 
crossed the frontier at Bani, and a se- 
vere artillery duel has been in prog- 
ress since Monday. The (xreek artil- 
lery have silence(l the Turkish imauret 
fort, commanding the town. Two at- 
tempts by tlie Turks to cross the river 
were repulsed. There has been brisk 
artillery and infantry firing along the 
line for about five miles. Two Greek 
officers and many Turks have been 
kUled.

Kush of Water Over the Sarroanding 
Country. 

Jackson, Aliss.. April 2*2. — The Green- 
ville correspondent of the Associated 
Press wires Wednesday morning as 
follows: 

At 9:30 o'clock Wednesday morning 
the dreadful alarm cry of “Levee 
broke” wa.s repeated for the sixth time 
in the Yazo'v Mississippi delta, when 
the huge IS foot levee at Shipland 
Landing, ls.saquena county, suddenly 
crumbled away, letting in with a 
mighty rush and roar the ponderous 
torrent of the great river. Shipland is on 
Promised Land plantation, about two 
miles below Lake Providence, Louis- 
iana. At the time of the break back 
water from the upper crevasses was 
already against the levee some ten or 
tw’elve inches deep and many high 
places around were still uncovered. 
Hope was entertained that the worst 
had passed and that the fearful flood 
had spent its fury in the wreck and ruin 
already Avrought. But it was not so. 
Many fine plantations upon Avhich 
partial crops might have been made 
must now share the fate of the rest, 
and in all of loAver Issaquena, Sharkey 
and Yazoo counties, where there Avas 
a foot of water before, there will be 
three feet or more. Places which 
have heretofore been havens of refuge 
for live stock and human beings 
Avill now have to be abandon- 
ed, and in a few short days 
there Avill scarcely be a dry’^ spot 
in all the country south of 
this break between the levees and the 
Y'azoo river. Whether there be life 
lost in the region immediately affected, 
depends upon the question whether 
the people are provided with boats. In 
addition to the disastrous local conse- 
quences of the break, it will also have 
the effect of raising the Avater in the 
Yazoo river, and keeping that stream 
up at its mouth to such an extent as to 
retard the outflow' of flood water in 
the upper delta country.

The ironclad Spetzia has left the 
Gulf of Arta to join the eastern squad- 
ron which, it is said, has an important , 
mission. 

Athens, April 21. — The ne\vs of the 
capture of Damasi puts a new com- 
plexion upon the situation on the 
frontier, is a great encouragement to 
the government, and is likely to have 
the most exhilerating effect upon the 
spirits of the Greeks, who had 
been greatly depressed by the 
reverses of their troops at Milouna 
Pass. This success and the fact 
that the fall of Prevesa seems immi- 
nent virtually off.sets the calamity at 
Milouna. If the Greek divisions ef- 
fect a union at Damasi, as is expected, 
there is almost nothing in the way 
of their prompt advance to Elassona. 

Should the Greeks succeed in reduc- 
ing the forts at Prevesa, as noAv seems 
probable, and in occupying the town ! 
w’ith the large land force co-operating I 
with the bombarding warships, the j 
road to Janina A^’ould be open and the 1 
Turkish troops in Epirus placed at the i 
most serious disadvantage. The strat- j 
egic value of Prevesa to the Turk- ' 
ish division in Albania is that ! 
so long as it remains in the I 
hands of the Turks it makes possible a 
steady line of munitions and food sup- 
plies. With Prevesa in the hands of 
the Greeks this line w’ould be promptly 
cut, and it would be practically impos- 
sible to revictual the Turkish troops * 
by the long land route through Mace- 
donia. On the other hand the Greek 
troops could be revictualed by sea. 

Rome, April 21. — According to a dis- 
patch to the Messagero, from Athens, 
dated Tuesday’, the forces of the Turks 
and Greeks in the fighting which has 
taken place in the Milouna pass totaled 
up 20,000 men. The dispatch adds that 
CroAvn Prince Constantine assumes su- 
preme command of the Greek forces 
Avhich will fight the Turks Tuesday. 
It is also announced that King George 
of Greece leaves Athens for the fron- 
tier Tuesday’. 

Athp:ns, April 21. — Fighting between 
the Greeks and Turks was resumed 
Tuesday moraing at Reveni, not far 
from TyrnaA’o, northwest from Laris- 
sa. A big battle is in progrc.s.s. The 
Turks are attacking in still greater 
force than Monday’, but the (ireeks 
are making a stubborn resistance. 

It Avas announced this evening that 
the Greeks have recaptured Gritzo- 
vali. 

Col. Manos, in command cf the 
Greek forces of the frontier of Epirus, 
has telegraphed to the government 
here that the Turks have bombarded 
the military’ hospital at Arta although 
the red cross flag was hoisted over it. 

Athens, April 21.— There Avas re- 
new’ed fighting betAA’een the Greeks 
and Turks in the ^Milouna pass Mon- 
day. It W’as of the most severe de- 
scription, but full details are not ob- 
tainable here. 

The firing ceased at 5 o’clock Mon- 
day evening. The total Greek loss in 
the various engagements in the Mi- 
louna pass is estimated here at 1,0'JO 
killed and Avounded. 

Over 200 Avounded soldiers and offi- 
cers of the Greek army’ have arrived at 
Larissa, Tyrnavo and Volo. 

The losses of the Turks are declared 
to be much greater tJ.ian those ot thi 
Greeks.

1 have just spoken of the. Japanese aa 
l>ehaving simply at funerals. That is 
only partially correct. They are quiet 
but not quite .simple — so quiet that their 
manner seems simple. xVs a matter of 
fact, they take an elaborate pai*t in the 
prescribed rites, bowing here, bending 
there, strewing praj'ers to the right 
and sweetmeats to the left. But it is all 
done “witli f>t)od accent and with good 
discretion.” They have the art: of arts, 
the art that hides art. I^et me dwell 
upon this thought a moment. Let me 
put it another waj*, for it ks one of the 
most beautiful things that can be said 
of the Japanese. They have learned to 
apply to life and lo art (their life aud 
art are almost one) the grea,t art prin- 
ciples that Hamlet proclaimed to the 
players. They, in the verj' torrent, 
tempest and the whirlwind of ))assion 
have acquired aud begot a tem[>erance 
that gives it sinoothnesw They are not 
“too tame.” Discretion is their tutor, 
and they o'erstep not the modesty of na- 
ture. And on no other occasion is this 
splen<lid national characterkstic of 
smooth, discreet behavior and appro- 
priate action so noticeable or so grate- 
ful as when a number of Ja|)anese gather 
togethei' about the deathberl, the coffin 
or the grave of fri^tnd or kinsmail. 

The Japanese are as courteous as they 
are theatrical and artistic. Their eomr- 
tesy and their art are closely allie<l. 
Their keen sense of courtesy, and their 
unflagging practice of il« has, I believe, 
as much to do with the quietness and 
fitness of T.heir funerals a» has their fine 
firlistic instinct. They are as a nation 
even prouder and more studious, I think, 
of their courtesy than of their artistic 
excellence. “Cry; it will do you good!” 
I said once to a poor Japanese woman 
who, crouching beside her dying hus- 
band, was controlling herself with an 
effori. that would, I feared, make her ill. 
She laid her little, slim biow'n finger 
upon her trembling red lip ;vnd shook 
her head, then whispered: “It might 

“Cry; it will do you 
pood!” r said the next day when the 
man was dead, and she seemed almost 
prostrate with grief and overenforeed 
self-control.

It Made a Complete Failnre In Ita 
Opemtlona at Funafuti. 

A vigorous attempt to wrest from the 
jealous hands of nature the secret of 
the origin and genesis of coral atolls 
and reefs, commonly spoken of Jis coral 
islands, w;i.s made last summer by an 
expedition seat out to the Ellice by 
the Royal society, assisted by a com- 
mittee of the British association, under 
the charge of Prof. Sollas, of the Uni- 
versity of Dublin. The chief object 
of the ex p'dition.it will be remembered, 
was to ascertain, by sounding and bor- 
ing, the genesis of a coral islaml, aud 
the ineaUi-s employed were fully de- 
scribed in the Times of September 5 
last. The article on the coral islarui 
exi>e<lition it was statetl that the actual 
ojieratioii of boring through the depos- 
its of coral to the strata below was 
comparatively easy, ‘'provided all goes 
well.” Unfortunately for the elucida- 
tion of the luysteirv' of the origin of 
coral atolls, all has not gonewell. From 
the vei>ort submitted by I*rof. Sollas to 
the Royal society on February II it aj»- 
pears that the expedition arrived at 

Funafuti on Mav 21 last vear. and the 

•• •> 

first dilliculty was to land the boring 
plant and driving nuvehinery. A land- 
ing place having been selectetl, the 
heavy plant was taken on shore, and on 
.Tune 3, w ithin two days of the landing 
of the ap|)aratus, the first attempt at 
boring was made near the e<lge of the 
lagoou. Progress in I>oring was af 
first rapid, the men working day and 
night in three shifts of eight hours 
each, aud in a fortnight the bore hole 
w’as 105 feet deep. But unfortunately 
! the sand |X)ured into tlie liole faster 
than it could be pumped out, and w'hen 
it was certain that no further advance 
could be made tlie boring at this spot 
was reluctantly abandoned. 

The expedition then determined to 
try the outer or seaward side of the 
beach, and a spot was found w’here tlie 
coral lock seemed to be hartler and more 
promising. Accordingly, trial pits 
were sunk, and the apparatus and tm- 
giiies brought round to this side of the 
island. The landing of the plant on the 
seawaixl side was, however, attended 
with great difiicultj'. so, while some of 
the machinery' was brought round by 
water, the rest, including the.l>oilei*s, 
which were rolled bodily along the 
lieach by natives, w'as taken overland. 
News had meanwhile been sent to Sid- 
ney, N. S. \V., where the authorities very 
kindly sent out additional boring ma- 
eliinery. wluch, however, failed to ar- 
rive in time. On the outer side, then, 
of the coral ring, Ixiring was reeora-

IN THE BIG MAIL BOXES, 



Live Cats, Empty Flaaka and Other 
Thlnga Beaidea Mail Matter. 

The big mail boxes placed in variou.s 
part® of the city, for the reception of 
mail matter other than letters are fa- 
miliar. They are about three feet in 
height, and they are raised on short 
legs, so that they will clear the side- 
walk. The top of the box is roundeil. 
The opevuing through which mail roat-^ 
ter may be dropped, aud which is about 
big enough to admit a dictionary, is 
just under the top, in front. It is closed 
by a vertical cover which turn.sdown on 
pivots at the lower corners, and which 
is so w’eightcd that it returns to pla«*e 
when released. At the bottom of the 
box, and e.xtending across it in front, 
is a door which is secured by a padlo<*k. 
This door opens downward, and when 
o]>en it forms a shelf in front, continu- 
ous with the floor of the box. These 
big boxes are painted red, and on the 
front of each one is stencilled this an- 
uonncemenl: “For newspapers and 

]>ackages, but not for letters. U. S, 
mail.” 

Many tilings besides mail packages 
have been found in these big boxes. 
Sometimes -when the collector unlocks 
tbe door a cat jumps out and runs away. 
There arc men who appear to thirUc it 
is fun to catch a- live cat in the street 
and thrust it into one of these big let- 
ter boxes. It is not unusual to find in 
the boxes loose newspapers, put into 
them under the impression that these 
arc boxes intended for the reception of 
reading matter for the sick in hospitals. 
Sometimes empty flasks are found. 
Having taken the last drink, the drinktvr, 
instead of throwing the flask into the 
street to lie broken, considerately drops 
it into the mail box. Sometimes there 
arc found in the boxes old shoes, put in 
by |>eoplo who think that is a funny 
thing to do. There are found occa- 
sionally sandwiches, or parts of sand* 
\\ idles, dropjied in by jiersons who have 
eaten all they w’ant or have time for of 
a quick lunch, or by beggars who did 
not want the sandwich that had ln*en 
given to them and had therefore gently, 
but firmly, dropped it into the nean'sl 
package mail box. 

Still, these things are, after all, bu^ 
incidental; the matter found in the 
hoxes is chiefly mail matter, and it in- 
eludes a great variety of things, pack- 
ages ;md boxes of all sorts and size? 
that can Ik* got through the 0 {)ening 
and some that can’t be. Sometimes 
lioxes too big to go through the opening 
are jamrnt*<l in as far as they will go and 
Idt there, holding the cover open. 
Sometimes rolled-up maps are put in 
the boxes, or one end of them is thrust 
down through the opening as far as i»o«- 
sible, the other end sticking out at an 
angle, something like a fishing rod. As 
the ])eople have become more and more 
accustomed to using them, the hulk of 
the matter deposited in the lioxes has 
increased. The mail from the big boxe.s 
is collected with wagons. — N. Y. Sun.

Tliene is great sport awaiting the 
wild-fow 1 hunters who pres«» across the 
dr 3 ' dcsens of the North Kalahari to 
the Botletli or Lake river, as it is usmil- 
I 3 called. This is where the pelicans, 
ilamingoc.':. ibi.ses, storks, cranes, her- 
ons, fishing eagleii, jaconos. coots. raU.s 
;in<! other aquatic birds unknown to 
most si>ortsinen rub bills with ducks, 
geese, widgeons and teal in countless 
hosts, offering bird sliooting the like 
of which can scarcely be found elabe- 
wiiere. 

Tlie water fowl of south Central Afri- 
ca when the Botletli overflows daring 
the dry season, as it does every year 
from April to August, gather in the 
great marshes. There are also side 
shots to be taken daily with rifles at 
giraffes, wilde beest, gemsbok, spring- 
bok and other desert and woods crea- 
tures, The cump is made in an oiK*n 
grove of camelTliorn ami motjeerie trees 
on a pie<*e of rising ground. Near In- 
is a big lagoon, and at daybreak wild 
geese tc!l the hunters to get up, which 
tin* hunters do, with loaded guns. A 
little sneak, which need not be too care- 
fully' made, brings the shooters within 
jange. and geese fall flopping to the 
ground before the sun rises. 

Rare leohive--a kind of water birch 
— may lie seen occasionally on still- 
hunting exj>editions. 

Near Itigoons Egyptian geese, black 
and white* spur-winged geese, knob- 
billed geese, 3 'eilow-billed ducks, red- 
billed teal, Cajx: w idgeon. Willow Tree 
ducks, dark brown African sochaiils, 
avocets and lean plover may be .seen 
gathered on or about the water, with 
other birds ;us lieautifiil and as .game. 
A sliot puts them to flight, anti for 
lioiirs one may .shoot them as they conio 
ami go in screaming floi*ks, ami one 
may travel from lagoon to la.goon and 
shoot with no interval of wailing for 
1 he game. It is all warm weather shooi- 
ng. with no cold rains to chill one. —

When the .*ilicep can eat no more 
the women of the hou.se feeil it; and it is 
no iincommim sight to see a woman go- 
ing out to make an aflernoou call, leaii- 
ing lier .sheep by- a string, and carry'ing 
n basket of mulb<*-rr\' leaves on her arm. 
Having arrived at her friend’.s house, 
she squats on the ground, rolls a ball ol 
mulberry leaves in her right hand, and 
slips it into the sheep’s nimitli. then 
works the slx'ep’s jaw up and dow-n 
with the other hand till she thinks the 
mouthful has been chewed enough, 
when slie thrusts it down the throat of 
the unfortunate animal.

Fine jiearls an* often damaged by too 
mueh haste on the [xirtof the pearl fish- 
er to get them oiut of the shells. Rearl 
iliving iKsed to be an important and val- 
uable indusli-y' on the coast of Mozam- 
bique. Now, according lo United States 
Consul lloHis, the industry is very' small. 
Bazaruto Kaffirs still continue to fLsh 
lor peai ls, but- a.s they roast the oysters 
insteail of letting them rot the jx*arls 
are always more or less damaged by 
heat. The Bazaruto pearls, as well as 
a few that are obtained near tlie mouth 
of the Rovuma, arc shipped by the In- 
dian traders to Bombay and Zanzibar. 
Some years ago, writes Consul Hollis, 
a concession w-as granted by' the Portu- 
guese government for a company- of 
American pearl divers to exploit the re- 
puted rich |>earl fisheries of the Baza- 
ruto islands, which are situated a few 
miles from the cotist and about midway 
between Inhambane and Beira. An at- 
tempt w-as made to w-ork the eoneession, 
but it i.s recorded by the American con- 
sul that “bad management, lack of 
funds, heavy ex]x*nses and political dif- 
ficulties eoinbined to kill the enter 
prise.’’ The pearl diver is gradually 
iiecoming extinct, jjarticularly in the 
vicinity of Mozambique. There is now 
no lo<*al market for pearls in that local- 
ity.— Philadelphia Call.

An expert diver had gone down and 
made his rejTort; but tlie ovyuers calinl 3 ’ 
swore tl’.at the auger-holes were a rev- 
elation to them, and the crew did the 
same.

t'lDERDOWN IS COSTLY. 

There Is Only 1,000 Ponnds n Yeai 
Vsed in This Country. 

“There are only about 1,000 pounds 
of eiderdown used in this country' in a 
year. ’ said a v’eteran down importer of 
this city, when asked about the quality 
of eiderdown used in quills sold for 
five or six dollars. “There are three 
grades, and the range in price is $10. 
5512 and $15 a pound. 

“The do<wii is imported chiefly' from 
Greenland and Iceland, where it is 
gt*there>fl by the natives. When the 
ducks build their nesis they line them 
with down plucked from their own 
breasts. This lii*st lining is the finest 
quality of down. After a nest is robbetl 
the ducks line it the second and third 
times, each time the grade of down be- 
coming poorer, as there are a greater 
number of .small feathers mixed in. 
After the third robbing the <lucks quit 
the nest, and do not build again until 
the next season. 

“Eiderdown is about twice as bulky 
as the finest goose down; that is, one 
pound of eiderdown will serve as a fill- 
ing where tvvx> of the best goose down 
would be necessary. Owing to its scarc- 
ity and costliness it is used only in fill- 
ing the most exiiesive cushions and 
quilts. It can be used to a greater atl- 
vantage. and is really the only satis- 
factory filling for elegant smoking 
jacketx's. mnff beds, xvomen's skirts, and 
babie.s' i*lothing. 

“The next quality of d«mn is goose 
down, which is^produced in the United 
States, the laiger part coining from the 
western and southern states. There 
are three grades, at $3. .$2 and $1.50 a 
pound. 'Pile first grade is the pure 
down, plucked from the breast of the 
live goose. The other tiwo grades are 
extracte<I by machinery from the fi'ath- 
or-s of poultry plucked for the market. 
The fp5tthei*s are sold in bulk, unsorted, 
and have to be separated special ma- 
chines. The only goose down import- 
ed comes from China. It is white, but 
not so flufF.v as the Ameri«in. and con- 
sequently used only for cheaper filling. 

‘•Duck down is imjxirted almost ex- 
clusively from China in Leathers. 
There are about three grades. The 
best or pure down selks for $1.25. and is 
used for making a fair quality of quilts, 
linings, pillow’s, etc. The other two 
grades, bringing one ilollar and 75 
cents a ])ound, are made by leaving a 
certvuin j>er cent, of feathers in the 
dow’Ti. Tliese feathers, as imported 
from China, are exceedingly dirty, and 
the cleaning and separating, whieh is 
(lone by machinery, are very expensive. 

The yield of dowm Is about ten or twHve 

• * 

per cent.; of dirt, 30 to 40 per cent.; 
the rest is ff'athers. ’Hiese feathers 
arc a little better, when thoroughly 
steamed and cleaned, than our native 
chicken feathers, whicli, as all hoiise- 
keepei's should know, are the cheapest 
fenthei-s. 

“'rids Chinese down is from the ducks 
which the Chinese consume in great 
quantities. As rice is their chief bread- 
stuff, ducks are their chief ine»at. One 
duck w’ill furnish a meal for 20 China- 
men. The fowl is Ix^iled until the flesh 
drops from the bones. It is then hashed 
very fine, and with its gravy used to 
season boiled ri(*e enough for about 
20 men. Of course a vast number of 
these ducks are veart'd and consumed 
in China, and as the Chinaman nuike.s 
no jiarticular use of the fenjlhers. these 
are shijiped to this country and Eu- 
rope. There arc about 1,000.000 jiounds 
of feathers impoiterl to the United 
States each ycai* fi-oni China, wliib* 
from Austria and Germany come sev- 
eral hundred thousand ponnds of down, 
extracted from Chinese featlicrs. 

“Chicken feathers, wiiich have no life 
in them, arc chiefly used in cheapening 
down. And chcajxer grades arc used 
by mixing in ‘cat tails,’ light cotton or 
i-abbit hair. These last three may al- 
w’ays he dete<'ted by beating the ni'ticle, 
ns the ‘eat tails’ and rabbit hair will 
invariably sift tlirough and the c*otton 
will lump. Good down may always be 
judged by its feeling and its power to 
rebound, A cushion well tilled witli 
eider or tlie next best tiling, .\niorican 
goose down, when pressed w ill reshape 
If.velf almost as quickly as an ludia- 
vublM'r ball.” — N. Y. Suu.

A rrnnK-ement of the Hair. 

To suit a long, narrow face, the hair 
should be dressed round, and it is al- 
ways best to show a coil or so from 
die side behind the ears; also endeavor 
to fill up the nape of the neck as much 
as possible. 

For a sharp-featured face, alwa \"3 
avoid ilressing the hair right at the 
tep of the back of the crown in a line 
with the nose, as this so aceenluates : ho 
severe outlines. Dress the hair low- 
down or else quite on the crown-top to 
meet the fringe. 

For a round face, narrow dressings 
are becoming, and can be taken well 
down the neck. 

For a broad face, narrow dre.'^siiigs 
r.re preferable, but which should be 
kept somewhat high. 

Exceedingly tall people should keep 
the hair dressed rather low and decid- 
edl 3 ’ round. 

Very short ladies can have their hair 
dressed high as it gives addition to their 
stature.

I will give my method of building a 
crib that is cheap and strong. Set two 
parallel rows of stone blocks 2y^ feet 
ai>art in the row, the rows as far apart 
as the width of crib.

The posts are 2x6 inch, one 11 feet long 
and the other 14. The sill is 2x10 and 7 
feet long. The cross piece near eave is 
an inch board 6 inches wide.

After Haviut;: Been Grazed Closely 
They Should Be .Manured. 

There is quite a diversity of opinion 
among farmers and stock raisers on the 
question of manuring natiie pasture 
lauds. Some have obtained excellent 
results I13' manuring, while others 
.seem to have had quite the opposite ex- 
perience. 

The soil of the western prairies is 
ver3' rich and under ordinal^* circum- 
stances will give fair returns without 
the application of fertilizers of any 
kind. . Nevertheless, it is certain that 
better returns uia3' be had if more avail- 
able food is placed w ithin reach of the 
grasses. AiiN'one who has ob.served a 
piece of gra.ss laud f^o situated a.s to re- 
ceive the wash from a barn3'ard, will 
have found that near the vard where the 
siipplt’^ of fertilizer has been great the 
grasses have become thinned out to a 
few species, while where the suppl3’ lias 
been moderate the grasses are much 
more evenly developed and the 3'ield 
decidcdl3* plain. A too plenteous ap- 
plication of fertilizer will thin out the 
grasses and reduce the 3'ield of forage 
at least for the first season or two, since 
man3' species will net stand such treat- 
ment. On the other hand, a proper 
amount of fertilizer will increase the 
yield. It is quite possible to use too 
urucli fertilizer for an3' crop, and the 
native gras.ses seem to be more sensi- 
tive in this respect than the ordinary 
cultivated species. 

.\ii3* pasture which has been grazed 
floseh' for some time will be benefited 
bt' an application of a thin top-drc.ss- 
ing of well-rotted stable manure, fol- 
lowed b\' a thorough iiarrowing. It 
is doubtful if much is gained b3’ putting 
coarse unrotted manure on the pasture; 
it cau be used to better advantage on, 
cultivated land. Ashes usually have a

beneficial effect upon grasses on .soils 
not too plentifull3' sup]?lied with alkali.
